CORN WEAKENS ON REPORT:

Con.licting Weather aud Crop
News Froin Texas Made

Cotton Dull.

NEW VORK. Marcli 14..Early ln tho
wcck domestlc wheat markets wore
weak. In Chlcago thn decllne wns sen-

satlonal, espoclally ..<> in tlie Instanco
of May. Somo who hnd been holdlng'
for nn advance seemed siiddcnty to
have lost all counigo, und In tho rc-
miltant panleky rush to lliiuldatn tlie
price of May dropped rapidly. Great
nervousnesB was noted in all mar-

kets, and the fact that all sorts of
vaguo rumors were nfloattdld not tend
to allay the cxcltement.' Under the
clrcumstanecs thero were many traders
who wore utterly at a loss, belng In-
fluenced flrst ono way and then the
othor by bascless reports.

<_iiirii-ili.il Cnwied by 4he Urenk.
At the outset many belleved tliat tlie

big1 Chlcago bulls were thmwlng over
tlieir long lines of May, and ln vlew
of the remarkable rapldlty of the drop
lt seemed reasonable to assume that
such was the caso. At the samo tlmo
lt was alleged that soino of the big
"shorts" had mado prlvato settlcment
wlth tho bnll leader, but denlal waa

Bpeedlly forthcomlng. It canr.ot be
denied, however, that In the contra-
dictory "news" a few factors stood out
clearly as reasons for depresslon.
Tho report of the Agrlcultural De¬

partment, for example, was decided ly
hearlsh. It showed farm reserve.. nt
llic beglnnlng Qf the month to bo
143.692,000 bushels, excecdlng general
oxpectallons of the trade hy about
30.000,000. Thls was good ground f tr
selllng, but to many It seemed that
prices broke more than they should
liave, when wo consldcr that tbc to-
tal was ln rcaltty small. The sitppty
renialning on tho farms. *_H.6 per cent.
of the crop, is mucli smallcr than ln
ordinary seasons, and suggests that
the new crop year wlll begin wlth un-

usually small reserves. The Import¬
ance of thls fact becomes more ap- j
parent when it ls considered that tho
prospect for crops In Europe, and nota-

bly ln France, Germany, and llungary,
was far from brilllant, indlcatlng that
consumcra In those countrles wlll have
to use far more forelgn wheat ln the
comlng cereal year than in the pres¬
ent. Thls naturally led to the Infcr-
once that our new crop of wlnter
wheat wlll flnd a market as voon as

lt is harvested.
Thls ln turn has creatcd rthe iin-

presslon that July contracts have beon

selllng at too big a discount. Selllng
ln our markets was also stlmulated
ln part by moderately heavy prlmary
receipts and by Improved climatic con¬

ditions. There was considerable pre-
cipitatlon in the form of rain or snow

In many parts of the winter wheat
belt where molsture had bec,n lacking.
1,, the soutliern part of tlie belt. how¬
ever the drought hns continued ultnost
unbroken, and In many sections the
crop is said to be looking weak and
sickly.

I.nle Ueeovery In Prlces.
Late ln tlie week there was a radi-

cal change ln the temper of the mar¬

ket, hoavlness belng succeeded uy pro-
nounced bUOyancy, prices reboundlng
even faster than they had dccllned.
The ubrupt change creatod llttle or

no surprlse among shrcwd and con¬

servative dealers, who Incllncd to Wie
opinion that a rally was only natural
after Blich a strlklng fall, and es¬

pecially as the depression seemed to

be In some degrees artlflcial and un-

; warranted. In otlicr words, the fact
' that farm reserves wero apparently
I larger than had been expected did not
seem to justify Such weaknesa and
demoralizution. Indeed. keen observers
were of the oplnlon that the offlclal
report meroly served as an o'xeuse for
professional operators to hammcr the
market. Moreover, more and moro

skepticism has been gradually de-
veloped respectlng the Waijhlngtc*astatement.

Recent advices from trustworthy
sources in several States suggest that
reserves have been overestlmated.' In¬
formation received from numerous ac-

credited authorities in Pennsylvania
created the bellef that an error has
been made in compillng the tlgures
from tliat State. The percentage was

placed at 34. whlch is at least 10 per
cent. bigger than was generally es¬

tlmated. There are, In fact, many who
feel confident that farmers ln Penn¬
sylvania and also ln Maryland have
less than 20 per cent. As a result,
mlllers In those States have been com-

pelled to reduce thelr output of flour,
although they have been blddlng
$1.28 per bushel for prlma red wlnter,
or about 3 cents more than quoted
here. Consequently, lt is the general
lmpresslon that mlllers wlll be eager
buyers of new wheat as soon as it is
offered. Therefore, receipts at large
prlmary points wlll be small durlng
July. Buylng was also stlmulated by
encouraging cables and a more actlve
export demand, especially for Manl-

l toba and durum. It is worthy of note
that prlces for Manltoba wheat have
gone up wlth much rapldlty lately, so

that it ls no longer appreclably
cheaper than our own spring wheat.
Therefore, It would cause no surprlse
should exporters soon give far greater
attentlon to our hard varletles.
The late strength abroad was part¬

ly attributed to the large reductlon ln
the Argentlno vlslble Bupply, whlch
leads to the bellef that shlpments from
that country wlll soon dlmlnlsh
sharply.

irps nnd Down* ln Corn,
There was a small decllne in corn

J temporarily early ln the week. Thls
was largely caused by the offlclal re¬

port as to farm reserves, whlch placed
the total fully 100,000,000 bushels
higher than anticlpated. The total
was, ln fact, so wldely at varlance

, wlth popular estlmates as to create
J skepticism. Subsequently, there was

more buoyancy. Offerlngs were
srnaller, whlle demand was falr, ao-
celeratod ln part by light shipmonts
from the West and the much better
forelgn demand. Exporters were
showlng far more Interest, and a

,, larger business was accompllshed, al-
* though at times free tradlng was hln-

dered by the meagre supply on offer
and the strong vlews of holders;
nevertholess, the volume of trade was
larger than ln several months.

Tlie Cottou Itlnrkrt.

The markets have beon "very dull
throughout the week, wlth tradlne
light and professlonaL Daily trans-
actions ln futuros here have ranged
from the mlnlmum of 60,000 bales tc
about 110,000 maximum, the ltghtest
day belng yestorday's, when prlces
fluctuated withln tho narrow range ol
5 polnts. The maximum fluetuationi
durlng the week have been confined
wlthin a range of.. 16 polnts. Prlces

Business on tho Llvcrpool and
New Orleans Exchangcs has boen
equally an dull and unoventftil. Spot
markets are unchanged as a general
rule from last week's prlces. Tho de¬
mand is limited, but cheap money hero
and throughout tho South, and the
cohlldont bellef malntalned ln many
quarters in ultlmatcly higher prjt.es,
still encourago holdcrs to offer tho
balance of tlio crop rather sparlngly.

,j Thls Week's Developmenls.
The confllctlng weather and crop

news from Texas and the general de¬
sire to awalt the settlnmont of the
present jinovtalntlon regardlng tho
general tarlff questlon have b^en the
chief factors In restrictlng new busi¬
ness.
Tho dlsappointlngly small volume of

business helng turned over Vn thn yarn
nnd clotli markets at Iirst hands at
present ln thls country and on the
Manchester and Lancashlrb markets,
together wlth (he large surplus stocks
whlch tlie -world's splnners have ac-
..umuluted for the current soa«on's re-

qulrements, and wlth the heavy vlslble
supplies at Liverpool and at the port
and lntcrlor towns ln thls country,
contlnue the prlncipal bearlsh feat¬
ures discussed Inthc trnde. Thelr ln¬
iluence toward the establlshment of
lower prlces, however. are offnet to
some extcnt by the flrmness of hold¬
crs In thn South and th«* need of moro

rnln ln Central and Southern Texas
to rellevo the deficlency in the BUbSOll
molsture from the Ilght ralns ln that
State the past wintor. The latter is
still regarded as serlous enough In
some quarters to prevent nn early and
good start for the new crop In the
earllest producing sections of the cot¬
ton belt.
As a consequence of theso confllct¬

lng conditions, the immedlate futuro
course of the market ls so uncertaln.
there is a rather general dlsposltlon
nmong the tradlng element and spot
dealers to awalt further developments
before lncreasing commltments. Thls
is leavlng the option markets entlrely
in the control of the professional ele¬
ment wlio are conflning thelr opera¬
tlons to merely sealping tor moderate
turns. There has nol been enough
range to the fluctuations. however. the
past week for even the shrewdest and
most aglle of the "plt traders" to se¬
cure any profit worth mentlonlng from
their "in-and-out" operatlons In try¬
lng to catch the narrow changes from
day to day.

All l..vc_ on 'Washington.
Stocks of yarns have been accumu-

latlng at Fall River, Phlladelpliia, and
Charlotte to such an extent that many
splnners have lately been offering
concessions to Induce manufacturers
to buy; whlle rellahle adviccs from
Lancashlre Indlcate there has been so
much overproduction of yarns at that
centre the past slx weeks thero ls
moro serlous talk of curtallment
among many of the mllls unless busi¬
ness Improves materlally very soon.
The uncertaintles regardlng the gen¬
eral tarlff situatlon are blamed here
for the slowness of general business,
and this In turn . is held largely re¬

sponsible on- the other slde for the
dulness prevalllng there.
The hope ls now belng freely ex-

pressed that business wlll plck up as
soon as the uncertalnty of the tarlff
situatlon is relleved by the introduc-
tlon of the new tarlff blll ln the
House of Representatlves on Tuesday.
While the changes ln the textile sched¬
ules are not expected to bo' Important,
the uncertalnty as to the extent of
tlie reductlons to be made on Iron ore
and steel products, wool, and other
staple commodities nevertheless has
had Its adverse sympathetlc lnfluence
ln the cotton trade. Consequently the
attentlon of the trade is centrlng upon
Washington and the weather map as

regards the Texas new crop situation
and outlook for developments to break
the deadlock whlch has practleally pre-
vailed ln the cotton markets the past
month. In the meanttme the bull cllque
of spot dealers and local operators
contlnue the prlncipal supporters of
prices here.
